The soil should be cultivated 
to a depth of eight to ten inches and enriched with humus 
and organic fertilizer. A summer mulch is beneficial 
to conserve moisture and to allow a cool root run.

Take off covering 
when temperature remains above freezing. 


EXCEPTION ... 


for P. auricula add lime to soil in the form of crushed, 
egg shells or crushed, washed sea shells and mulch with 
stone chips.
